BLAINE IHSniSSI.S HIS SUIT. 


UK TntNIiS HE CAN'T GET JUSTICE IN IN- 


DIANA AND KEFUSES TO GO TO TRIAL 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 16.—Mr. Blaine 


this morning dismissed his libel suit 
against the Sentinel in the United States 
Court. It was set for trial on Dec. 23. 
This is the letter to his attorneys instruct- 
ing them to dismiss the suit: 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10,1885. 


To Messrs. Harrison, Miller, and Elam, 
Counsellors at law. 


GENTLEMEN • When I requested you, 


in August last, to bring suit against the 
publishers of the Indianapolis Sentinel for 
libel, I did so in the belief that the wrong 
done me by that paper, being entirely of 
a personal and domestic character, could 
be fairly tried, without undue influence 
from political considerations. 
I confess 


I was profoundly amazed to find the mat- 
ter at once taken up and the libel repro- 
duced with all possible exaggeration in 
every Democratic paper in Indiana. Ex- 
cept from three members of the Demo- 
ocratic party of that State, I never heard 
that a word of dissent or disapproval was 
spoken, while the great mass of Democra- 
tic speakers repented tho libel from 
every stump in Indiana with vituperative 
rancor, with gibe and ribald jest. 


It was thus made, so far as any matter 


of the kind could be made, an issue in an 
exciting political campaign, and the 
Democrats of the State were thoroughly 
poisoned in their minds in regard to the 
question to be decided at law. Under 
such conditions it is simply impossible 
that I can have a fair trial, or that I can 
expect any other result than that which 
uniformly attends a politieal libel suit

If I were unfair enough to desire a jury 


composed of my own partisans, I could 
not have it. 
A properly constituted 


jury in Indiana would be composed of 
members of both political parties in about 
equal proportions.

vised that six Democrats could not be 
found in thaState who, in a political suit, 
would give a verdict against their leading 
party organ. This did not necessarily 
convey an imputation upon their personal 
integrity as citizens, but simply that the 
blinding of party prejudice would utterly 
prevent an impartial consideration of the 
evidence submitted. 


I am perfectly able to fight the Sentinel 


newspaper in an Indiana court, but I 
would stand no chance whatever against 
the consolidated venom of the Democra- 
tic party of the State. With these sur- 
roundings and with this prospect it is idle 
for me to go through the trouble and nn- 
noyance of a trial. The questions pro- 
pounded by the bill of discovery have 
already been substantially and fully an- 
swered by me, and I am willing to leave 
my written statement and answers under 
oath to the judgment of the public. I 
do not choose to have the case indirectly 
coneluded by a technicality, or suffered to 
die in silence. I prefer to make this 
frank and open statement of the reason 
which induced me to believe the prose- 
cution of the case would be utterly fruit- 
less.

half. It is nowhere less than five per 
cent., and in most cises is ten per cent., 
on the amount formerly received. The 
clerks in the general office who are now 
getting $25 per mouth will be reduced to 
$23. and the men in the company's em- 
ploy who are now getting $1.50 per day 
will be reduced to $1 25. The arrange- 
ment upon which the re-adjustment of 
wages have been made is a sort of slid- 
ing scale, but the officers decline to give 
any particulars. The special committee 
entrusted with the revising of salaries 
consist of E. C. Knight, Henry Lewis, 
and Seth I. Comly. 


An order of Court is promulgated 


changing the time ot holding its sessions, 
and making five regular terms instead of 
four as has been the practice heretofore. 
The first term will be held in January, 
beginning the fourth Monday, for two 
weeks, one for criminal and one for civil 
cases. The second term will be in March, 
beginning the second Monday, holding 
two weeks (if necessary,) and for civil 
cases only. The third term, commencing 
the third Monday in May, will be a term 
of one week only, and exclusively for the 
trial of criminal cases. 
The fourth and 


fifth terms will be in September, com- 
mencing the second Monday, and in De- 
cember, commencing the first Monday, 
holding two weeks each term, and for the 
trial of criminal and of civil cases as 
heretofore. The order also designates 
the second Monday in July as a regular 
return day. This gives six return days 
in the year, and five regular terms of 
court.

METHODISM IK AHEBIOA. 


On December 24, 1784. there met i 


Baltimore the first General Conference o 
the Methodist Episcopal church in th 
United States, which -from the seaso 
when it met has been commonly know 
as the "Christmas Conference." It wa 
a timi fraught with weighty interests t 
the adherents of the little missionar 
churcli in the newly created public 
Weslcv, their great and peerless leader i 
Engtuid, after yean of opposition ao 
pcrsci ijtiou PD tLe part of the Auglica 
cburcli, bad at last decided to take th 
audacious but logical stand which mad 
Methodism u a separate orgauizatio 
possible. "I firmly believe," Mid In 
"that I am a -Scriptural episcopal 
i 


much ;i« any roan in Englaud, fur the un 
interrupted succession I know to be 
fable, which DO man ever did or ca 
prove " And so on September 10,178 
he wrote the ever-memorable documen 
brought to America by Dr. Coke, an 
under the authority of which Dr. Coke or 
dained Francis Asbury, a bishop in th 
Methodist society. 


A hundred years have passed awa 


since then, and a Centennial Confercnc 
is about to meet in the same city of tia 
timorc, beginning on December 0; bu 
how different tho condition of the boc 
whicli it represents. When;Asbury, th 
first of the line if Methodist bishops 
this c >untry, was ordained on Decembe 
27,1734, the little church had abou 
eighty ministers and not more thau 15 
000 members altogether. Tho Centei 
nial Conference which is to meet th 
week will represent a great army of 25 
000 devoted and successful ministers, an 
fully ",800,000 communicants, eiclusiv 
of other important branches of Methodism 
not participating. In whatever way it 
looked at this growth is almost marve 
Ions. And it must be remembered tba 
it has been a legitimate growth, neitho 
stimulated by adventitious circumstance 
nor fed by foreign immigration. Metb 
odisui has fought its great battle in th 
countiy with no odds in its favor an 
with no prestige to help it. It had 
smooth message f<# the hardy settler 
of the East or the rude pioneer of tb 
West, but, on the other hand, for most o 
them a message of doom and judgmen 
unless they speedily repented. It had a 
first none of the aids which wealth an 
learning can give; even its history wa 
redolent of 
the 
lowest purlieus 


London, and its name was fastened upo 
it by its enemies as a term of reproach. 


But in spite of all drawbacks it in 


creased mightily, because it so fully sni 
isfied the heart-hunger of the people t 
whom it came. It had a vital and tin 
quencliable faith in the truth and powe 
of its Gospel, in the excellence and com 
pletclcss of its ecclesiastical machiner 
and m the salvability of mep's soul 
Methodism as a historical fact -was th 
legitimate and necessary reaction fro 
the religious stupor and dendness of th 
Churcli of England in the eighteent 
century. Wesley and Whitefield, Cok 
and A ibury, were the historical but no 
the spiritual children of the fox huntin 
parsonraf the generation before then 
It wa*- good for the world nnd good fo 
religion that Methodism thus arose as 
spiritual force in Christianity. With it 
high standard of personal piety, with i 
abiding sense of men's personal respon 
sibilitv, with its lofty ideal of divin 
holiness, with its restless entbusiasn 
with its untiring missionary znal, with it 
knowledge of the needs and capacities 
the common people, and, it may be adde< 
with its religious bonhomie and sunn 
views of life, it soon became both in Eng 
land and America one of the greatest re 
ligious agencies of modern times. 


Nor is the work -of Methodism to b 


measured only by the results in its ow 
communion, great and important as thus 
undoubtedly are. 
Methodism as a reli 


gious system hat reacted for good upo 
other bodies of Christians, even upon th 
venerablo and respected Church which ' 
now fn e to confess that it has erred 
treating so harshly the greatest religiou 
leader after Loyola since the days 
Luthei, and thus forcing him to tak 
Methodism out of the Church. The re 
forms which Methodism advocated and 
tho fervid gospel which it preached soon 
leavened the whole lump of modern 
Christi inity ; and even the great Oxfon 
movement within the Anglican Churcl 
which began in 1832 is in a certain sens. 
the legitimate outcome of the marvellou: 
religious revival preached by Wesley. 


The future of American Methodism, as 


we survey it from the eminence of its first 
centun of life, is full of hope and prom- 
ise. 11 cannot indeed look for another 
century of such growth as has thus far 
marked its vigorous pioneer life. 
In the 


nature of things, it has now seized mosl 
of the important points of vantage and 
attracted to itself the greater number oi 
those w ho -were predisposed to its disci- 
pline nnd teachings. Its heroic age of 
-nissioimry effort is becoming n tradition 
of the past, and the great figures of its 
mighty preachers and workers are being 
softened in outline by the silent lapse of 
time until they will finally become n holy 
tradition of an age that is forever gone. 
But the century that is to come has other 
work for Methodism to do. To it now 
belongs the task of asssimilating what it 
has acquired, of setting in order the spiri- 
tual kingdoms it has conquered. The ex- 
tension of its missionary efforts so wisely 
begun, M> nobly carried on, the building 
of churches, the endownment of schools 
and colleges, the training of a learned and 
godly ministry, the strenghtenihg of the 
weak spots in its organization, the sub- 
ordination of its ecclesiastical machinery 
to the needs of modern life—these things 
may well occupy the thoughts and efforts 
of the men upon whose shoulders the 
mantle of Coke and Asbury has fallen. 


And id ^thnitfeg the prasent outlook 


of Methodism werontt not- forget that It 
is eminently a social religion. It loves to 
throw down the harries of Caste and in- 
equality that so often exist between man 
and man, and to bring them together as 
the children of a common Father. With 
a genius peculiarly its own, it bas aimed 
to make the communal idea of religion a 
reality, not as of old by sending its disci- 
ples into the cell of the monastery, but by 
making the Church itself a great retreat 
in whicli both individuals and families 
could find not only the consolations of re- 
ligion but the pleasures of social life. 
This is tlie strength of Methodism in this 
country, and by this it will conquer long 
after the theological controversies which 
marked its origin shall have been buried 
in oblivion.—Tribune, 


How TO KILL A CtUviM ?oii ALCO- 


noi>.—Wnile it is true that many who at 
one time indulged in ardent bpirits have 
abstained later iu life, it is not believed 
that there is any real cure for the thirst 
created by alcoholism, but a person that 
claims to nave cured -himself gives a rem - 
edy that t lera would be no barm in try- 
ing. We reproduce it in the rescued 
person's own words: «•! was one of those 
unfortunn.es given to "strong drink. 
When 11< ft it off I felt a horrid want of 
something? I must have or go distracted. 
I could m itber eat, work nor sleep. Ex- 
plaining my affliction to a man of much 
education and experience, he advised me 
to take a decoction of ground quassia, a 
half ounce steeped in a pint of vinegar, 
and to put about a small teaspooaful of it 
in a little water, and to drink it every 
time the liquor thirst came on me vio- 
lently. I found it satisfied the cravings 
and it also gave a feeling of stimulus and 
strength. I continued this cure and per- 
severed till the thirst was conquered. 
For two years I have not tasted liquor, 
and I havo no desire for it. Lately, to 
try my strength, I bave handled and wnelt 
whiskey, but 1 bave no temptation to 
take it. 
I gave this for the consider- 


ation of tlie unfortunate, several of whom 
have recovered by means which I no 
longer require." 


The blanket should not be used upon 


a horse at all in the winter, unless it is 
used faithfully. 
Tho great trouble in its 


use arises in this way: When a team has 
been driven a few miles to market, or the 
same distance for pleasure, blankets or 
robes are put on ; but when drawing logs 
to the suw mill, or doing other heavy 
work, they are made to haul large loads a 
mile or two, and return at a brisk trot, 
then stand unblanketed while mother 
load is being put on. Or perhaps while 
driving upon the road—sleighing good, 
speed high—a friend is met and half an hour 
is spent in talking; the horses cool sud- 
denly, take cold, and the owners wonder 
how it happened. Do not accustom your 
horses to the blanket unless you cover 
thorn und;r all circumstances after being 
driven in cold weetber. The blanket is 
of great benefit if properly used. 


Flax will grow on any kind of soil that 


produces wheat, oats, barley, corn or po- 
tatoes, but it thrives best on a mellow 
soil or ono not too wet or too sandy. Ic 
also produces well on new timber clear- 
ings, especially where the timber has been 
burned off, wood ashes being an excellent 
fertilizer for it. 
Although in some sec- 


tions it is grown principally for its fibre, 
yet it is s.iid to be a profitable crop when 
grown for the seed alone. 


One of the best plans we have seen, 


says the Agricultural World, in husking, 
is to have boxes holding a bushel each 
placed at proper distances in the field to 
throw the corn into as it is husked. The 
boxes are lifted into the wagon, and from 
that into the crib to empty, thus saving 
twice handling and needless shelling. 
Besides if rain comes, the ears of corn 
are not covered with mud, as they must 
be if the corn is thrown on the ground 
when huslied. 


Plants may be watered at any hour of 


the day, except when the sun is shining 
on the pot, or has just left it; for the 
earth gets hot when the sun shines on it. 
and then, if cold water is poured on it, 
it will cool off too rapidly. The best 
time for vatering flowers in summer is 
the evening, and in winter noon is best. 
Rain or brook water is always preferable 
to the well water.
